Xote —The mean yearly fall of rain from 27 years' observations 
£1838-64) was 68'36 inches, showing a decrease of 3T5 inches in the 
. whole period of 43 years. The 16 years' observations from 1865-08 
give however only an average yearly fall of 61'52 inches, exhibiting a 
still cleai-er decrease in the quantity of rain. The average number 'of 
rainy days has remained yet pretty equal; 137'8 for ilie 27 years 
from 1838, 137'5 for the 16 years from 1865, and 138'0 for the whale 
period of 43 years (1833-80). But as the observations extend only 
' over a short period and are confined to but one place, it would be 
premature to predict, any continued decrease.

TOPOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


OF ' 

* ' TRAVANCORE. 

DESCRIPTION Travancore ( Mal.Tim rifankur, Sans. Sri- 
vardhanapuri, the place were the goddess of prosperity re¬ 
sides), the southern portion of the ancient division of Kerala is 
situated between 8 C 4’ and 10°22' North latitude ar.d between 
76°13' and 77°38’ East longitude. It is bounded on tlio north 
by the Native State of Cochin and the British District of Coim-, 
batore, on the east by the Districts of Madura and Tinncvelly 
and on the South and West by the Indian Ocean. The extreme 
length of Travancore from north to south is 174 miles; its ex¬ 
treme breadth 75 miles, and its area 7129 square miles. The 
State is in subsidiary alliance with the-British Government to 
which it pays an annual -tribute of Bs. S,00,000. Compared 
with other Native States, it is more than five times the size of 
Cochin and six times that of Pudukotta, It is above seven- 
eighths the size of Baroda, two-sevenths of Gwalior, one-fourth 
of Mysore and one-twelfths of Hyderabad or Kashmir. It is 
smaller than the Principality of Wales by 279 square miles, and 
bears to England and Wales together, the proportion of one to 

PHYSICAL GEOGRAPHY. Travancore is one of the most pid® 
turesque portions of Southern India. The mountains which 
separate ib on the east from the British Districts are clothed, 
with magnificent primeval forests, while the-belt of flat country 
to an average distance of 10 miles inland from the sea, is 
covered with an almost unbroken mass of cocoanut and areca 
palms which in a great measure constitute the wealth of the 
country. The whole, surface is undulating, and presents a 
series of hills and valleys, traversed from east to west by nu¬ 
merous rivers. Nanjenad, with its numerous villag-es, palmyra, 
groves and extensive paddy fields, resembles in some respects 
the neighbouring District of Tinnevelly. Northward, this fer¬ 
tile plain is succeeded by the wooded and rugged surface of the 
Malayalam country. The rich and variegated tract along the^ 
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coast is finely contrasted with the mountiiinou.s'Wilds^ farther in* 
lafid. The lull scenery has peculiar beauties, among which are 
the wild rocky and precipitous acclivities and fantastic fosins 
of the mountains in the southern, parts. The valleys are studded 
with temples and churches. The numerous houses and gardens 
scattered' thickly over the country, give it an appearance 
entirely different from fhat of the eastern coast, • 

The Hill region is very extensive and is a marked feature 
of the country. The mountains are of every variety cf elevation, 
climate and vegetation. Certain portions- are cultivated hy, 
European and Native, capitalists hy whom the natural fertility 
of the soil is being turned to the host account. Some of the 
loftier mountains have a precipitous descent towards the west, 
and are connected cm that side with a succession of low hills 
which diminish in altitude as they approach the coast. Among 
the mountains a few elevated table-lands are found, which afford 
pasturage for cattle aftd enjoy a good climate, for a portion of 
the year. To the north, the mountains rise to an elevation of 
8,000 feet. The Anamalay mountains are the most important 
of these. The'southernmost peak of note is the sacred Agastia- 
Ttudam £6,200 ft.). One plateau alone {Eravimalay or Hamil¬ 
ton's Valley } is 6 miles long by 8 wide and contains about 
10,000 acres of excellent tea and coffee laud. Similar smaller 
valleys are found in the group called tlie Kannan Devan Hills. 
At the head of the TravancQre hills stands Anarmdy (8,837 ; 
feet), the highest peak south of the Himalayas. South of this 
is the lower region of the Cardamom Hills so called from their 
special product, .Still further south are large tracts of forests, , 
among which lie tlie Ashauiboo coffee plantations. The Hill 
stations enjoy an excellent climate and are resorted to by 
Europeans and others during the hot season. Peermade about 
60 miles east of Kottayam was once the residence of a Mahome- 
dan saint from whom the place takes its name. It is over 3,000 
feet above the sea and is'the centre of the coffee and teS plant- * 
nig industries. Ponmudi, north-east of Trivandrum is-also a ' 
sanitarium. The iscenory from the heights is enchanting. 
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Numerous rivers run down frciu the Ghats ami flow liy 
tortuous courses, with high banks and rocky beds into the back¬ 
water and tlie sea. Most of those are navigable only near tin; 
sea. The most important of these rivers is the Peri gar rising 
in the high Ranges, which after a course rf 142 miles, enters 
the backwater at Kodungalloor (Cranganore). A jwrtion of 
its enormous volume of water is now diverted into Madura by 
the Periyar water works. The Pamha (00 miles), the Kallada 
(70 miles), the Kolakada (70 miles), tha Muvattupitdut(62 miles), 
the Karamamt (42 miles), the Thammtarui (37 miles)!, the ffeyyar, 
the Minachil, ami the Vamancqninun (35 miles each) are other 
important riverf. 

A succession of lagoons or backwaters, connected by 
navigable canals, extends along the coast, from Trivandrum 
northwards forming a most important means of communication. 
It extends from Tirnr, in British Malabar to Trivandrum ; 
between the latter placq and Quilon, there rises at Warkalay a 
high promontory of land about 6 miles in breadth, tlie highest 
portions of which in two places have been tunnelled through and 
the remaining portion cut open into a canal, thus -making the 
line of water communication complete. A strip of laud, from 
seven miles to about- half a mile wide, separates these hack- 
waters from the sea. There are however several outlets to the 
sea. Every kind of merchandise is carried on these waters. 
Alleppey, Quilon and Colachel arS important seaport towns. 

■> There are several good cart roads in the inland parts of 
the country for local traffic and for communication with Madura 
and Tinneyelly, Railway communication between the latter 
town and Quilon has recently been established. As many as 
five tunnels had to be bored through the Ghats to extend the 
line from the east coast to this side- 

Iron, alum, sulphur, lignite, plumbago and mica, exist in the 
country. There are plumbago mines at Neyyattin-kara and 
Nedumangad and mica mines at Eranie). 

The mountains and forests of Travancoro afford some of. 
the best sport to be got anywhere in India. Elephants are 



numerous. Timers, leopards, Lears, bison, samfonr and various 
kkids of (leer abound.. Crocodiles infest in large numbers the 


Tlw climatic variations of tile whole of India, may on a 
Small scale, be experienced in Travancore. On some of the 
peaks, the pinching cold 'of the northern, regions of Europe may 
be felt; lower down on an elevation between 2,000 and 3,000 
feet, one meets with the bracing temperature of England; while 
a cloudless "sky with a clear sun, marks the cessation of the 
heavy-monsoons. From January to May which constitute the . 
months of the hot-season there is an intense and oppressive heat 
which at times becomes so intolerable that some cf the taluks 
then present the aspect of a true equatorial region. 

For administrative purposes .the State is divided into 31 
taluks, which are grouped into 4 Districts called Divisions, 

POPULATIONThe total population of the State as enumer¬ 
ated at the census of 1901 was 29,52,157. Hinduism is the pre¬ 
dominant religion of the State. ' Its followers constitute about 
two-thirds of the entire population while Christians form about 
a fourth and Mahomedans, one-sixteenth. Compared with other 
States and Provinces, Travancore is the most Christian, territory 
iniill India, if we except the sister State of Cochin,- which has 
the highest proportion of Christians in its population. • 

_ In point of education Travancore is ahead of British India ; 
and other Native States, the. proportion of literates being 1^4 ? 
in 1,000, against 88 in Barnda,' 63 in Madras and 51 in Mysore 
In female education also Travancore maintains this pre-emi- - a 
sience. * ^ 

IMPORTANT TOWNS:— 

Trivandrum./.— This town Urms the southern terminus of the 
chain ai back water communication. It is the residence of His- 
Highness the Maha Rajah and tfie Headquarters of Government. 

• The tvlrbrnted pagoda of Rri Padmanabha Swuray. within the r : 
-Fprt hit* made it a great religions centre and. attracts pilgrims 



from all puts o$ India. The Port and its neighbourhood con¬ 
stitute the most nrowdeil pan of the town. Tim military can¬ 
tonment, the Government offices and other public buildings and 
the residences of the upper classes are picturesquely situated on 
small eminences -each commanding a refreshing scenery of 
verdure all around. The town is liberally supplied with well- 
equipped colleges, schools and hospitals. There is a well-laid-out 
park, with a museum and a menagerie. It has a small sea pert; 
hut the vessels which touch it have to anchor at some consider¬ 
able distance from the shore. (Population 57,88S). * 

Hagercoif :—Kagercoil stands within 7 miles of the Aramboli 
Pass and is the only important town south of thq Capital. 'With 
Kagercoil as the nucleus, the town comprises a number of strag¬ 
gling villages, r'tz. Kottar, Yadtreeswaram, Ozhuganachery and 
.Vataseri. Of these Kottar and Vataseriffonn the'trading and 
manufacturing centres. The town owes much of its improve¬ 
ment and its present position to the efforts of the Christian 
Missionaries. (.Population 25,782). 

Shencottah .'—The Headquarters of the taluk of that name 
lies at the foot of the Ghats on their eastern aspect. The main- 
road that runs through it connects the British town of Tinne- 
velly with the port of Quilon. There are several coffee estates 
in its neighbourhood. The introduction of the Bailway through 
its portals is likely to import a powerful impetus to the develop¬ 
ment of the t own. (Population 9,039). 

Quilon /—Quilon is one of the oldest towns-of the Malabar 
Coast. Its natural situation aud consequent commercial import- 
* anee made it the cynosure *f every foreign power and subjected 
it in its early daj r s to political vicissitudes of no mean order. 
Towards the middle of the eighteenth century the State of 
Quilon, also called Desinga IfA, was annexed to Travancore. 
It was one of the greatest ports in Malabar hut has qow de- 
* elhied to a considerable extent from *its high state. . With 'the 
, opening of the Timiovolly-Qnilon Railway, however, Qnilon now 
finds herself in direct and easy communication with the tonjSe 
of the Madras grcudoucy and is likely to regain her former 
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position as an important commercial centre. 4'lie Palace of His 
Highness the Maharajah on the borders of the Quilon lake, 
which has come to he known as the Lodi Lomond of Travan. 

■ core, commands an enchanting, scenery. Cotton spinning and 
weaving and the manufacture of tiles are its chief industries, 
(Population 15,691). 

Kayamkulam .—This town was formerly the capital of an 
independent principality of that name. In 1746, the territory 
was annexed to Travancore. A well-attended market is held 
here. Communicating by backwater with Cochin in the north 
and Quilon in the south and by read with Madura and Tinue- 
velly in the Cjist, it was a centre of trade during the early days 
cf the Dutc-li influence. A Syrian Church appears to have been 
built at the place so early as 829 A. D, (Population 5,745). 

Alleppey 1 This- is the most important commercial town in 
the State. It commands a fine harbour affording safe anchorage 
for the greater part of the year. Opened to foreign, trade to. 
wards the latter part of the eighteenth century, Alleppey has 
long been the premier port of Travancore. It affords a con¬ 
venient depot for tho storage and disposal of hill produce. The 
manufacture of coir-matting is being carried on on a large scale. 
Cocoanut oil mills worked by steam have within recent years 
been established at Alleppey and the neighbourhood by Native 
Capitalists. (Population 24,918). 

Kottayam .'—This town situated on the banks of the Meena- 
chil river, is the centre of the Syrian Christian community and 
possesses one of the most ancient Syrian churches in all Mal- 
bar. It was also the scene of the <Arly labours of the Anglican 
Missionaries. It exhibits much educational activity and pos¬ 
sesses ,a second Grade College and four High Schools. The old 
Syrian Seminary, where English education is said to have been 
first imparted in Travancore, is an interesting institution. Stand¬ 
ing at the, portal of communication with the Peermade grange of 
Hills where coffee and tea plantations are worked on a large*■ 
rSgale, Kottayam serves as a convenient mart for the exchange of 
goods. (Population 17,552). » 



Ghanganacherf:— This town was once the capital of the prin¬ 
cipality- of Thekk-uinkur. With its subjugation by Travancore 
its importance waned. Like Kottayam it i|a centre of Christian 
influence and possesses the grandest Sfto-Roman Church on 
the Malabar Coast. One of the hest attended markets in all 
North Travancore is held here, and people Sock to it from all 
parts, (Population 14,264), 

Parur. A Raja ot Parur once ruled here before its subjuga¬ 
tion by Travancore. It is mors or less surrounded by Cochin 
territory and at one time belo.nged to it. It was made over • to 
Travancore in 1762. (Population 12,962). »

4 for horse 
and ponies a head .respectively, and yearly By. 12 and half-yearly 
Its, 7 for a pair of bullocks in advance.) will bo furnished with 
medicines and advice gratis. This would not, however, disponse 
with the stabling charges provided below, in the event of the ani- 

2. Cattle for agricultural purposes belonging to poor ryots or others unable 
to pay the charges for treatment will be treated j/radV. The Veterinarian will 
satisfy himself that such relief is given only to those really deserving. This ex¬ 
emption refers only to animals treated ns out-patients. 

3. Animals will bo admitted as in-patients at the hospital during treatment 

according to the extent ef accommodation available. An additional charge of 4 
and 2 annas a week or broken pints thereof per head for groups A and B res- 
pect'vly will be charged for such accommodation. The feeding of the animals 
will be arranged for by the owners themselves and at their expense, under direc¬ 
tions given by tho Veterinarian. . 

4. No animals suffering from contagious or infectious diseases will bo ad* 
nutted as in-patients. 

5. No animals will he admitted or allowed to bo removed from the hospital 
without tho permission of the Votorinariau. 

6. Tho hospital will bs op on daily from 7 to 10 A, si. and from 4 to 0 i». m.

KECnTLATIOIf I OF 1081. 


A Regulation to provide for the prevention of Glanders and Farcy 
among horses, passed by Sis Highness the Maha Rajah of Travancore 
on the 6th October 1903 corresponding with the Slst Kanni 1081, 
under section 15 of Regulation V of 1073. 


Whereas it is expedient to provide for the prevention of glan¬ 
ders and farcy among horses; It is hereby enacted as follows:— 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Glanders and Farcy 
Regulation, 1081. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Travancore, and 

(S) It shah come into force at once. 

2. (1) In this Regulation, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, “ diseased ” means affected with glanders or 
farcy or any other dangerous epidemic disea,se among horses which 
the Dewan with Our sanction may, by notification in Our Govern¬ 
ment Gazette, specify in this behalf. 

(2) The provisions of this Regulation relating to horses shall 
apply also to asses, mules and jennets. 

8. The Dewan may, by notification in Our Government Gazette, 
apply this Regulation or any provision of this Regulation, to any 
local.area, to be specified in such notification, within Travancore. 

4. (1) When this Regulation has been so applied to a local area, 
the Dewan may, by notification in Our Government Gazette, 
appoint such persons as he thinks fit to be Inspectors under this 
Regulation and to exercise and perform, within the whole of the 
local area or such portions thereof as he may prescribe, the powers 
conferred and the duties imposed by this Regulation on such 




point Inspect- 


(2) Every person so appointed shall be deemed to be a public, 
servant within the meaning of the Penal Code, (Regulation I of

5. Within the local limits for which he is so Appointed, any such Power of entry 
Inspector as aforesaid may, subject to such rule's as the Dewan aml sc!m ’' Il ‘ 
mdy make in this behalf, enter and search any field, building or 
other place for the purpose of ascertaining whether there is therein 
any horse which is diseased.

(o) not have been convicted of any such offence, or subjected 
by a Criminal Court to any such order as implies, in Our opinion; 
a defect of character which unfits him to be a membef ; 

{f) not, be a person interested otherwise than as a share-holdSr 
in a Joint Stock Company in any contract made, with or work done 
for the Committee. 
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(2) No person is qualified to be appointed a member if any of 
bis servants or any person in whose service he is employed is a mem¬ 
ber of the Committee. 

9. (1) If the President or a member of a Contmittee is appointed 
by office, the person for the time being- holding the office shall be the 
President or member thereof until We shall otherwise direct. 

(2) The term for which other members of the Committee shall 
hold office shall be three years. 

(8) Any out-going member may, if otherwise qnalified, be 
eligible for re-appointment.

1. All processes received from the Civil Courts of Cochin for service 
in this State sliall be served by the local Civil Courts free ot charge. 

2. Processes issued by the Chief Court mid the District Courts of 
Cochin shall bo served by the local Districts Courts mid processes issued 
by the HimaifTs Courts of Cochin by the local District MansifTs Courts, 
■within whose jurisdiction the persons to whom they are addressed, reside, 
as if such processes had been originally issued by the local courts. 

3. ‘When any process received for service from Cochin is in a language 
other than English or Malayalam, the Court issuing it may be requested 
to forward an English translation of the same. 

4. The Ci vil Court iu Travancorc receiving ft process for service from 
n, Civil Court of Cochin shall accept the certificate endorsed on the process 
by the Court issuing it as sufficient proof that the proper fee for the issue 
thereof has been, paid and shall, deliver such process to the proper officer 
of the Court for service and shall re-transmifc the same to the Court from 
which it was received with a return in the form, appended to the Rules 
for the reciprocal service of processes between British India and Travan-

21. When an Insured who has ceased to lie in the service of Govern¬ 
ment has elected to continue to pay premium, till his Policy matures, he 
may be allowed by the Chief Secretary or other officer specially authorised 
in this behalf, to pay such premium monthly, quarterly, half-yearly or 
yearly into any Government Treasury. Ififteen days’ grace, shall be allow¬ 
ed when the premium is payable monthly and a grace of ono month when i t 
is paid otherwise. If the Insured fails to pay the premium within the days 
of grace, no further cash payments shall, be received from him and the 
amount insured will be reduced in proportion to thejirjajiiuni paid.

Ub‘ of Regulation IV of 1073, the follo winri .Rules for 
the supply of Toddy to persons using it m the manufacture of' Bread 'are 

1. ' Every baker requiring toddy for the manufacture of bread, in 

excess of the maximum quantity for the possession of which no license 
is required, shall apply, in the case of the Excise tracts, to the Inspector 
of the Division and in other places to the Tahsildar o{ the Taluk for a 
license under section 11) of the Abkari Regulation for possession of the 
quantity required. 1 

2. The application shall state (re) the name of the applicant, (l>) the 
average quantity ot bread manufactured by linn per diem, and (<■) the 
quantity of toddy for which a license is required. It shall also describe 
precisely the place in. which the bread is to be made, the shop from 
which the toddy is to he obtained and the route by which it is to be 
transported to the bakery. 

3. The Inspector or Tahsildar as the case may be, shall after satis¬ 
fying himself that the applicant is a Iona fide baker and that the quantity 
of toddy applied for is reasonable recommend to the Division Peishkar for 
the isslje of a license in the appended form for its possession at the bakery 
and a general permit for its transport from the'shop mentioned thereto. 
Should he consider the quantity applied for to be in excess of reasonable 
requirement, he may reduce it to the quantity actually required. 

. 4.'’Licenses and permits under these rules may be granted also to 

private individuals who require to prepare bread in large quantities. 
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(8) Any contravention of the above conditions will render you 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 10 or forfeiture of this license at 
the discretion of the Dewan Peishkar.

Rules for the possession and use ot Explosives. 

Rules under Section 11 of Regulation V of 1ST,9 passed under date 
the Uih October, 1901. 

I. An explosive shall not be possessed or used except under and in 
accordance with the conditions of a license granted under the Regulation 
" Provided that this Rule shall not apply 
(1) to person possessing for his private use and not for sale ; 

(a) gunpowder to an amount not exceeding on the same premises 
SO lbs ; 

(l>) gunpowder contained in safety cartridges to an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding 150 lbs; 

(2) to the possession of an unlimited quantity of fireworks, if obtained 
and intended for immediate use and not for sale and if kept for a period 
not exceeding 14 days in a safe and suitable place and with all due pre¬ 
cautions for the public safety. 

II. Applications for licenses to possess and make use of explosives 
shall be made to the Dewan in writing and shall specify— 

(a) tbe name, address and place of residence of the applicant 

(b) the boundaries of the place where the explosives are proposed to 


(e) the quantity and kind of explosives to he kept in stock and to be 
used for a given period; . 

(d) the purpose for which the explosives are required and any further 
information which the Dewan' may require. 

III. If the Dewan finds no objection, a license as per form appended, 
will be granted. 

IV. Every application shall be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 15 which 
shall be returned to the applicant in case the license is refused. 

V. A. license shall hold good only for the Malabar year in which, it is 
issued. The license may be renewed at the end of the period orfU fresh , 
application accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

Vi. When a license granted in accordance with these rules is lost or 
accidentally destroyed a duplicate may be granted to the licensee, on 
payment of a fee of eight annas. . , 
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VII. Any person holding a license or acting under a lieeuse granted in 
accordance with these rules shall be bound to produce the same, when 
(Silled upon to do so hy any Magistrate, or by any Police Officer in charge 
of a Police (Station, or by any Police Officer of higher rank or by any 
Officer authorised by the Dewan in this behalf. 

VIII. If a person to whom a license has been granted, dies or becomes 
bankrupt or becomes mentally incapable or otherwise disabled, the person 
carrying on the business of such licensee shall not be liable to any penalty 
or forfeiture under the Regulation or the rules for acting under the license 
during such reasonable time, as may be necessary to allow him to make 
an application to the authority grauting the license for a new license in 
his own name during the currency of the nnexpired portion of the original 
license. Such new license shall he granted on payment of one Rupee. 

IX. Any person lawfully entitled under Regulation III of 1081, as 
amended, by Regulation I of 1089, to possess for manufacture and sale any 
explosive, coming under the head of “ammunition”, as defined in that 
Regulation need not take out a license under these rules, for posaessiug 
any such explosive for the purpose of such manufacture and sale. 

X. ' The person obtaining a license shall be bound to keep a correct 
account showing the quantity and kind of explosive received and used each 
day, the purpose for which it was used, and the name of the person to 
whom it was given. Such accounts shall be open to the inspection of any 
officer authorised by the Dewau in this behalf. 

_ XI. The Dewan shall have the power to withdraw any license at any 
time whenever he finds sufficient cause for doing so, and no action shall 
lie against him or any officer acting in this behalf in consequence of suoh 
withdrawal; nor will the t'ee paid for the license dr any part of it ha 
refunded.

Rules for the better regulation of boat service at the Port 
of Trivandrum passed under date the 5th May, 1906. 

1. The Assistant Inspector in charge o£ the port for the time being 

shall have control over all boats and crew plying in Jhe port and shall 
also he styled Port Officer. '* 

2. From and after the 1st June, 1906 no boat shall he permitted 
to carry goods or passengers from or to any ship or vessel at the port 
unless such boat has been registered and numbered, and the owner 
has taken out a license in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 

8. Whenever the owner of any boat wishes to take out a license, he 
shall present in person to the Port Officer an application in writing 
specifying the dimensions of his boat, the number of the crew, and the 
quantity of cargo Or number of passengers it is to be permitted to cany. 

4. The Port Officer shall, on receipt of such application inspect the 
boat, and on being satisfied that it is seaworthy call upon the owner 
to sign a declaration that he comprehends ana consents to conform to 
these rales. He shall then register the boat according to form A 
annexed. 

5. A foe of Rs. 2 shall be paid for registering every boat. 

6. The owner of such registered bout shall have granted to him a 
license according to form (B) annexed. 

7. Every registered boat shall bear on a conspicuous part of it 
the number mentioned in the register. The number shall be cut on 
a white ground not less than 6 inches in length and shall be painted 
black in. English and Malayalam. 

8. The boats required for landing or shipping cargo or passen¬ 
gers shall on application be supplied by the Port Officer. 

9. All boat hire for landing or. shipping cargo or passengers shall 
Repaid iff advance according to the ratds given m the annexed schedule 
(C) which may be revised from time to time under the sanction of the 

10. The ordinary hours for boats to ply will he between 5 A. 31, 
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11. Noboat will be permitted to take off or laud goods or passen¬ 
gers execept within the prescribed limits of the port. t 

12. Two-thirds of the measurement tonnage of each boat shall be 
the maximum quantity of cargo it shall carry. And the number of 
passengers it shall take in shall bo according to the following scale. 
Boats carrying one or two tons 6 Europeans or 8 Natives. Boats car¬ 
rying over two tons'for every ton in excess 4 Europeans or 5 Natives. 

13. Each, boat shall have the full complement of rowers enter¬ 
tained in the Port Officer’s Office. Boats loaded with two tons and un¬ 
der shall bare one steersman and three rowers. Boats carrying over 
two tonsj for every ton in excess one additional rower. 

14. There shall be a general descriptive register (form D) kept of 
all competent Tindals and able-bodied rowers who are registered as crew 
of boats, and each Tindal or rower shall be furnished by the Port 
Officer with a metal plate bearing his No. in the general register, which 
metal plate shall be produced whenever demanded. 

15. All boats shall carry such number of passengers or such quan¬ 
tify of cargo as has been specified in Bade 12. . 

10. All owners of boats shall submit their boats to the inspection 
of the Port Officer, whenever he calls upon them to do so; and they shall 
likewise carry out such repairs to the boats as may be ordered ; ally 
refusal to attend to such order shall subject the owner to the suspen¬ 
sion of his license, which will be entirely withdrawn, should such’ re¬ 
fusal he continued for one month.

31. All disputes regarding boat hire or any other matter connected 
with the boat service between shippers or passengers and boat owners 
or boat men shall be decided by the Port Officer. 

22. Transfer of boat from one owner to another shall be duly re¬ 
gistered in tile I’ort Officer’s Office within one week of such transfer. 

23. Boat owners refusing to let on hire boats for which licenses have 
been granted, or allowing their men to ply boats beyond tlie prescribed 
time or landing or shipping cargo without the Port Officer’s permis¬ 
sion, or otherwise failing to conform, to the above rules shall he sub¬ 
ject to the suspension or cancellation of their licenses as the gravity of 
the offence and circumstances of each case might in the discretion of 
the Port Officer require and they shall further be subject t(V any pe¬

1. Dwellers in Travancore or Cochin States wlio wish to bring from 
British India into these States arms or ammunition must s.pply to the 
Resident for a no-objection certificate and must forward this certificate to 
the Commissioner of Police, Madras, who has power to grant a permit. 

2. , Those who wish to send into British India, from those States arms 
or ammunition must obtain a license from the Commissioner of Police, 
Madras, or from the Magistrate of the District to which the consignment 
goes, 

3. If it”is desired to send into British India, arms solely for the purpose 
o! repair, European and East Indian subjects of His Majesty and other per¬ 
sons enumerated in rule 1 of the Arms' Act Rules caii obtain from tbs 
Resident free of charge a permit to import such arms into British India 
and to afterwards export them from British India into these States.

, 13. The fee for registration shall be 3 chnckrams*. Only one receipt 
shall accompany every registered letter. The addressee’s signature will 
be obtained in the receipt and the receipt recorded in the office of delivery. 
If the sender is desirous of obtaining an acknowledgment from the ad¬ 
dressee, lie must give his name and full address at the. time of presenting 
tliedetter and pay half a chuckram* in addition to the usual registration 
fee and postage. 

14. Letters containing a currency note or any portion thereof, postage 
or other stamps, cheque, hundi, bank note, bill of exchange or thediko 
must be sent registered. It is considered expedient, for the safety of cur* 
rency notes in transit, that they should be sent in halves. 

15. The sender of a registered letter is required to see that it is en¬ 
closed in a cover or envelope of a substantial kind fastened in a secure 
manner. Sealing wax with a distinct impression (other than that of the 
current coin) is recommended for fastening the cover instead of or in addi¬ 
tion to any other means of fastening. 

NEWSFAHiKS. 

13. Packets of newspapers weighing under 20 tolas will travel by the 
letter mail and those exceeding that weight by bhangy mail. 

Book, and Pattern Packets. 

17. Book and pattern packets must be packed in open covers. 

18. Samples of seeds, drugs and such like articles, which cannot be 
sent in open covers, may be packed in boxes or bags of linen or other 
material, fastened in such a manner that they may be, if necessary, 
easily opened to enable the Anchal officers readily to satisfy themselves 
of the nature of the contents. 

19. A book-packet may contain newspapers, paper, any binding 
covering, mounting or other appurtenances of books or maps. 

20. Proof sheets, marked as such on the outside under the signature 
of the sender, may be transmitted by book post. 

21. Press manuscripts intended for publication may also be trans¬ 
mitted by book post provided that the packet bears on the outside above 
the address the superscription ‘ Press manuscript ’ and is addressed to 
the office of a newspaper. 

22. Pattern packets may contain only bona fide trade patterns or 
samples of merchandise. 

23. No packets may exceed 2 J feet in length or 1| in width or depth. 
Packets exceeding the prescribed dimensions shall be treated as parcels 
and charged accordingly.' 

24. Packets may be registered and acknowledgments obtained for 

them on payment of 3 chuokrams* for the former and luilfa ohuckram* 
for the latter. ...

2fi. The sender of a parcel is required to see to its secure packing 
and sealing. Cloth, wax-cloth or ■ tin _ is recommended for a covering 
and if cloth or wax cloth is used for this purpose, the sender is required 
to seal it at intervals not exceeding 3 inches along the line of sewing. 

26. Tlie sender can claim a receipt from _ the Anchal office for a 
"'parcel, only if it is packed according to the instructions given above 
and no separate fee will be charged for the receipt. ,

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40. No address is complete which does not contain tlie Anchal station 
rfrom which delivery is intended and care should always he taken to write 
the name of the Anchal station as clearly as possible. 

4,1. Persons changing their place of residence are particularly required 
to leave written instructions to the Anchal office of their previous residence 
and to send written instructions to the Anchal office of the place to which 
they may be going. 

42. The Anchal Master at any station or the person ill charge of the 
Anchal office has power to refuse letters or other articles bearing, the 
appearance of having been opened and re-closed or otherwise improperly 
dealt with, unless the -writer or sender thereof shall attest with his full 
signature that they were sent in that state.

5. The remitter of a htuidi must fill in, m ink, on the hundi form 
(which-will be supplied to-him gratis by the AnchaL office) the necessary- 
entries adding Ins signature at foot. He must also unite his own name 
and address on the (acknowledgment) portion ot the iurm. Entries must 
be legible and may be written in English, Tamil or Mnlayalam, either by 
the remitter himself or by auy one on his behalf, 'the' remitter may 
write on the ‘Coupon’ any communication he desires to make to the payee 
regarding the remittance. 

6. The hundi form duly filled in together with the amount of the hundi 
and commission must he presented at the Anchal Office window during the 
prescribed hours 

7. The name and address of the payee must be entered with such 
completeness as shall secure identification and prevent the risk of wrong 
payment. The occupation, trade or profession of the payee and any other 
particulars calculated to help in indentifying him should lie added. The 
name 6! only one person may be entered as the payee except in the case of 
(Firms or Corporations whose usual designation must be given. A hundi 
payable to a Government official, Batik manager or an Editor of a news¬ 
paper &o., in his public capacity should contain the designation, not the 
name of the person to whom the Hundi is intended. 

8. The Anchal office will not be responsible for (he wrong payment of 
a hundi caused by incorrect or incomplete information given by the 
remitter as to the name and address of the payee. 


9. A receipt will be given to the remittor for the amount paid by him 
on account of the hundi and commission. Any error or omission should 
Eb poinfted out at once by the remitter, otherwise; the Anchal Oflice will 
ot be responsible.

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10. The payment of a hundi will ordinarily be made at the address of 
the payee on his signing the hundi and acknowledgment and returning 
them to the Anchai peon.

The signature mast be written in ink in the space 
provided for the purpose. If the payee of a hundi resides at a station

Should the rem.tter fail to receive an acknowledgment in due 
course, he should represent the matter to the Anchai master who will take 
the necessary steps to o stain it. If it is Irani after making the necessary 
enquiries that the acknowledgment is lost, he will obtain a certificate of 
payment free of charge signed by the Anchai Master of the office of 
payment.

15. The remitter of a hundi which has not been paid may require that 
the address of the payee shall be altered-or that the name of the Anchai 
Office at which the hundi was orginally made payable shall be changed. 
The required change will be made without additional charge on the

16. The remitter of a hundi which has not been paid may require that 
the amount be paid to some person other than the payee named in the 
hundi. The required change will be made on payment of a second com¬ 
mission equal to the first on the remitter’s applying in writing to the 
Anclial Office at which the hundi was issued and producing the receipt 
granted to him for tile hundi. 

17. The remittor of a hundi which has not been paid may stop payment 
and require that the money be repaid to himself.

Payment 
can also be stopped by telegram, if the remitter pays for it and if there is 
a telegraph cmmunication between the offices of issue and payment.

If payment of a hundi to a payee cannot be effected and the amount 
cannot be repaid to the remitter owing to the latter not being found, the 
hundi will become: void and its value will be credited to Government, 
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But if tie payee or remitter or their heirs subsequently apply for payment

20 The payment of a hundi may be deferred for a period' not exceed¬ 
ing a week owing to an exceptional state ot treasury balances or any 
other special cause.
